N submitting this volume to the public, we desire to express our purpose 
fully and clearly, viz.: To publish such portions of the city and vicinity’s 
history as will be most useful in tracing their growth and development, and to 
so identify the manufacturers and merchants here located with their present con- 
dition, that the outside world may form a proper estimate of their importance 
as a point of manufacture and distribution. In detailing so fully the extent 
and operation of each establishment here noted, our design is that they may 
serve as illustrations of all that is claimed for this section. That the industries 
operated here to-day, whether large or small, attest fully the advantages held 
out by this favored locality, none can gainsay, and that many of the most 
prominent ones owe a fair measure of their success to the excellent facilities 
afforded them of all kinds, is beyond question. 

Located, as Syracuse is, between the most densely populated sections of the 
country, with prompt and rapid railway communication in all directions, and 
with the Erie and Oswego Canals as waterways,-She presents attractions for the 
investment of capital, which equal, if they do not supass, those of any other 
community in the Union.

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THE CITY OF SYRACUSE. 


HIS Continent has been productive of startling developments. Events 
have transpired whose effects still impress and sway the older nations, 
Provinces, States and Territories have been carved from an expanse of wilder- 
ness, and cities have grown up like an exhalation. Presage and opinion have 
been at fault, convenience and facility have been potential, and the traveler of 
one period, looking upon an attractive natural scenery in the seclusion of a 
forest, has returned to behold a city with swarming thousands, replete with the 
products of the soil, resonant with the hum of manufacture, and abounding 
with the treasures of art. To-day a great and beautiful city, with a population 
of nearly 75,000, stands in the midst of a rich and fertile country. Ascend 
to the roof of any of the towering blocks in the central portion of the city, and 
look out at mid-day on the scene beneath and stretching far around you: 
lofty buildings, beautiful churches, handsome streets, and a teeming myriad of 
population meet the sight. During the season of navigation boat after boat js 
passing along the canal, from the depots freight and passenger trains come and 
go at brief intervals. Industry, affluence and enjoyment are evinced in every 
quarter, There seems no merchandise but what has its mart, no interest with- 
out its representatives. All facilities for travel abound —the car upon the 
paved street, or the miles of walk for the passing throng. The melody of bells 
proclaims the passing hour, and the shriek of the steam whistle announces the 
cessation or renewal of a multiform of industry, Tell no stranger that within 
a century this vast and varied change from solitude to the highest form of 
civilization, this transformation of a forest to a magnificent city has taken 
place; realization has exceeded promise, and truth has been stranger than 
fiction. 

The county of Onondaga, as now organized, is of comparatively recent 
date, but the history of this section extends back into a remote period and is 
intimately connected with the earliest discoveries and settlements on the conti- 
nent of North America. While it is not our purpose or mission to enter into 
minute details concerning its early settlement and history, it is proper for us to 
embody in a work of this character, a brief sketch of the more notable facts in 
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the development of this rich and populous section from the trackless wilderness 
which it once was. th 
There are many evidences that the section now embraced within Onondaga th 
County was visited hundreds of years before the Pilgrims landed on Plymouth Tr 
Rock, almost a century before the Dutch settled the New Netherlands and af 
eighty-eight years before Quebec was founded by the French. ti 
At the time of the earliest European discoveries in this locality, the terri- 
tory now embraced in Onondaga County was the chief seat of the nation from al 
whom it derives its name. This tribe was third in rank among the “ Six di 
Nations,” and was noted for their strength of mind, skill in diplomacy and th 
remarkable oratory. The Iroquois held undisputed sway over all the region m 
between the Hudson on the east, the Mississippi on the west, the great lakes al 
on the north and the Alleganys on the south. Indeed, they were recognized tic 
masters of and exerted tribal authority over all the territory from the Sorel ck 
River in Canada, south by the great lakes to the Mississippi on the west, (E 
thence east to the Santee River and along the coast to the Hudson. They €; 
were lords over an empire eight hundred miles wide and twelve hundred miles Wi 
long. A vast domain, fertile and temperate, with extensive water communi- ar 
cation and unsurpassed hunting and fishing grounds, th 
Their system of laws and tribal government form an interesting study and on 
proclaim not only their antiquity, but display a wisdom and foresight remark- 
able in untutored savages. The unwritten law of this wonderful people had a It 
power unequaled by any statutes ever recorded in books. They had a religion by 
and a horde of traditions, which the whites called their superstitions, and yet ha 
they bear in many particulars the most striking resemblance (crude and fanci- ne 
ful, we admit) to the accepted doctrines of the Christian Church, and call them m 
what we may, they were nevertheless the principles by which they regulated 
their daily lives. Within what is now the County of Onondaga the grand 
council fire was kept from time immemorial and continued (with a short inter- 
ruption, when it was removed to Albany) until after the Revolution, when it és 
was removed to Buffalo, In the fall of 1847 the council fire was restored to i 
its ancient hearth with the Onondagas, where it is still retained, and many of a 
the ancient archives, records, belts and memorials of treaties are still retained if 
by the remnant of this once powerful tribe remaining here. The most notable ra 
of these is a belt, sixteen inches broad by four feet long, representing the first T 
union and league of the five nations, and is called in their language by terms aie 
{ which signify carpet, foundation or platform (literally, something to stand on). ai 
h The several nations are distinguished by particular squares, and these are tis 
joined together by a line of white wampum and united to a heart in the center, Sy 
implying the union of heart and hand as one. Pa 
The tribes forming this union were the Mohawks, Oneidas, Onondagas, M, 
Cayugas and Senecas. | 
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Their confederacy dates back generations before white men came among 
them, though the date of its organization is uncertain, They were known to 
the Dutch as Maquas, by the English as the Five Nations, by the French as 
Iroquois, and by themselves as Mingoes, all signifying “united people,” but 
after the admission of the Tuscaroras in 1712 they are most frequently men- 
tioned in history as the Six Nations. 

During the early history of the colonies these powerful tribes were almost 
always staunch allies of the colonists, both against the French and Indians, but 
during the Revolution they were employed by the English government against 
the Americans, furnishing over 1,500 warriors, and were the perpetrators of 
many horrible massacres on the fields of Wyoming and Cherry Valley, and 
along the banks of the Mohawk. Highly exasperated at their dreadful cruel- 
ties, the colonies, after the treaty of peace with Great Britain, inflicted terrible 
chastisement on the Indians, and by the treaty of peace made at Fort Stanwix 
(Rome), in 1784, the several tribes, except the Mohawks, who had fled to 
Canada, were settled in reservations, though many of their warriors joined 
western tribes. The Onondagas early saw the folly of cherishing hostilities 
and submitted with fortitude to their fate. During the War of 1812 such of 
the Six Nations as remained, assisted the United States troops against the 
Canadian Indians and rendered important services. 

The County of Onondaga is nearly in the geographical center of the State. 
It is bounded north by Oswego, east by Madison, south by Cortland, and west 
by Cayuga counties. Its general form is that of a rectangular parallelogram, 
having its lines in conformity with the cardinal points of the compass. From 
north to south the average width is thirty miles, from east to west twenty-six 
miles, Its total area, exclusive of lakes, is 459,229 acres. 


THE CITY'S INCEPTION AND DEVELOPMENT. 


The locality within the present limits of the city which first: received a 
name was “ Webster's Landing,” Ephraim Webster was the first white person 
who made a permanent settlement. He came here about 1786 (a hundred 
years ago to-day), and established a trading-post on the east bank of Onon- 
daga Creek where it empties into the lake, He died in 1825, and was buried 
in Onondaga. The original site of the city was also known as the Walton 
Tract. It consisted of two hundred and fifty acres of the Salt Springs Reserva- 
tion, sold by act of the Legislature in 1804 and purchased by Abraham Walton, 
in June of that year, for the sum of $6,550, or about $26.20 an acre. The 
land was located and surveyed by James Geddes, under the direction of the 
Surveyor-General Simeon De Witt, and the proceeds applied to the improve- 
ment of a portion of the old Seneca Turnpike, running from Lot No, 49 in 
Manlius to Lot No. 38 in Onondaga, The boundaries of this tract appear 
from the old maps of Syracuse to have been laid out by Mr. Geddes in a very

irregular fortn, owing to his attempt to avoid the swamp, which, however, he 





was unable to do; a considerable portion of the land lay under water most lo 

of the year. In the advertisement for the sale of the land it was announced e1 

that the tract contained a good mill-site. But it was so low and swampy that th 

certain parties at Salina and Onondaga Hollow ridiculed the idea, This re 
aroused the Surveyor-General, and putting a spirit-level in his gig, he drove 

all the way from Albany to Syracuse to personally inspect the premises and lo 

put the question of the water-power at rest. Judge Geddes was employed to VM 
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make the survey of the mill-site, and it is a curious illustration of how small a iy 

circumstance will often change the whole ctrrent of a man’s life when it is a 

remembered that this single use of the Surveyor-General’s spirit-level by Mr. - 

Geddes was the inciting cause which led him to become the surveyor and of 

engineer of the Erie Canal. th 

‘ The commissioners to receive and disburse the money arising from the sale a 

of the Walton Tract were James Geddes, Moses Carpenter and John Young. = 

Mr. Geddes was appointed treasurer, but on account of his absence from home ai 

during the construction of the road, Mrs, Geddes acted in his place, paying out <i 
the money upon the orders of the contractors, Thus a woman, Mrs. James 

Geddes, mother of Hon. George Geddes, of Fairmount, became the acting th 


treasurer in the first financial transactions relating to Syracuse. 
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Besides the trading-house of Ephraim Webster, several persons had erected 
log cabins in the vicinity, where a man named Henry Bogardus had in 1806 
erected a tavern, The cabins of these pioneers were located a little west of 
the Oswego Canal bridge, near a spring, north of the late General Granger's 
residence. 

In the spring of 1800, Calvin Jackson became a resident, building a small 
log house a little south of where the Central Railroad crosses Genesee street. 
William Lee and Aaron Cole were the first blacksmiths, opening their shops 
here in 1805. Dr. Swan erected a frame house in 1807, Then came Jonathan 
Fry in 1808. Rufus Stanton kept a tavern near the Salina street bridge 
in 1811. 

A portion of the Walton Tract was sold to Michael Hegan and Charles 
Walton, and’ was transferred to Forman, Wilson & Co, in 1814 for, about 


$9,000, It then passed into the hands of David Kellogg and William Sabin . 


in 1818, who sold it in 1823 to Henry Eckford, the celebrated ship-builder of 
New York. In May, 1824, the tract was transferred to the Syracuse Company 
for the sum of $30,000. The company consisted of Messrs. William James, 
Isaiah and John Townsend, and James McBride. The tract was declared in 
trust to Messrs. Moses Burnet and Gideon Hawley, and from that time village 
lots were extensively sold. 

At the time Forman, Wilson & Co. purchased the Walton Tract they 
erected a large slaughter-house in a fine grove in the rear of what was after- 
wards General Granger's lot, north of Church street. Here they packed beef 
and pork on a large scale, continuing the business till 1817. During the War 
of 1812-1814 they had a heavy contract for supplying the army with these 
articles. 

In the spring of 1819 Owen Forman, a younger brother of Judge Joshua 
Forman, and John Wilkinson, father of J. Forman and Alfred Wilkinson, then 
a young lawyer, came down from Onondaga Hollow, under the direction of 
Judge Forman, to lay out the Walton Tract into village lots. The old survey 
of Mr. Walton was entirely disregarded, except so far as the original boundary 
lines of the tract were concerned. But so undefined were the ancient Jand- 
marks that it was with extreme difficulty that they ascertained with any degree 
of certainty the old starting point. Although they had an excellent description 
of the tract, made by Judge Geddes at the time of the original survey, yet it is 
thought that but for a certain “plum tree” therein mentioned, the lines, as 
originally run, could not have been traced. They began their survey in the 
month of June, and after a fortnight of hard labor the village was again laid 
out, so far as related to the Walton Tract. That portion not included in the 
village was laid out into “farm lots” of from five to ten acres each. 

In the infancy of the “Salt City” it seemed difficult to find a name for it 
that proved satisfactory. At the first laying out of the village it was called 
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South Salina. The tavern built by Mr. Bogardus was called the “South Salina 
Hotel.” The name South Salina, however, not being received with general 
approval, was after a time changed to Mé/an, which name it bore until an at- 
tempt to obtain a post-office revealed that there was one already of that name 
in the State, and the name was then changed to Corinth by Judge Forman. 
Subsequently for several years the place went by the name of Cosset's Cor- 
ners, from Sterling Cosset, who succeeded Mr. Ingals in the hotel. In 1820 
the village was named Syracuse by Mr. John Wilkinson, the first postmaster. 

When the second survey was made by Forman and Wilkinson in 1819, 
there was but a small clearing i in the village. It extended from the canal near 
Clinton street south to Fayette street, and east to Warren street; on the north 
side of the canal the clearing extended as far back as Church street, and east 
to Warren street, the rest of the dry ground being a fine grove interspersed 
with oak bushes. 

When Judge Forman removed to Syracuse in 1819 he occupied a house 
a little west of the Townsend Block. At this time there were only two frame 
houses in the village besides the hotel. Log houses, plank and slab cabins 
were scattered over the dry portion of the ground, most of the latter having 
been tenanted by laborers on the canal. The pasture of Judge Forman ran 
back some fifty rods, and east to Salina steeet, most of it being a pine grove, 
Another Jot of twenty acres commenced where the Syracuse House now 
stands, and was accessible by a set of bars opening into lots where the entrance 
to the building now is on Salina street. We have spoken of the swampy and 
unhealthy site of Syracuse in the early stage of its history. It was so very 
sickly during a considerable portion of the year that probably it never could 
have been permanently settled, had not the foresight and sagacity of Judge 
Forman prompted him to take measures to secure the draining of the swamp 
and marshes. It was no easy task to build a city ina swamp such as Syracuse 
then was. However, in the winter of 1821-22, Judge Forman procured the 
passage of a law in connection with an act authorizing the lowering of Onon- 
daga outlet, by which the Commissioners of the Land Office were to draw a 
map of the swamp and marsh about the villages of Salina and Syracuse, on 
which was to be designated the route of several ditches and drains through the 
swamp and marsh lands, with an accompanying estimate of the sum necessary 
to be raised to effect that object. There was considerable opposition to this 
law at the time, owing to the citizens being assessed to defray the cost, but the 
great advantages resulting from the improvement soon reconciled all parties to 
the means employed. 

Judge Forman has justly been esteemed the founder of the village of Syra- 
cuse. After an absence of five years, he returned on a visit to the city in 
1831, and was everywhere received with demonstrations of joy and respect, 
The citizens of Syracuse, through a committee appointed, presented him a 
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tribute of the high respect and esteem entertained for his talent and character. 
This took the form of an elegant silver pitcher bearing the inscription, “A 
Tribute of Respect Presented by the Citizens of Syracuse to the Honorable 
Joshua Forman, Founder of that Village.” On the opposite side was a device 
representing the friendship of the city, of two hands united in fraternal grasp, 
above this the word " Syracuse,” and below the date “ 1831.” 

Sidney Dale and Milan C. Taylor, the owners and occupants of the mill in 
1814, opened the first store of general merchandise. Their store was next 
west of that afterwards kept by William Malcolm, The firm of Northrup & 
Dexter, who had a contract on the Erie Canal in 1517, were the successors of

Messrs. Dale & Taylor, and continued in business till 1821. In that year 
General Amos P, Granger came down from Onondaga Hill and established 
himself as a dry goods merchant on the site of the present Syracuse Savings 
Bank Building. At this time there was no other store in Syracuse except two 
or three small groceries. After that merchants multiplied rapidly. Mr, Henry 
Newton opened a store in 1822; Archy Kasson, hardware, 1822; Kasson & 
Hermans, dry goods, groceries and hardware, 1823; G, M. Towle, commission 
and forwarding, 1823; George Davis & Co., 1823 ; Hy. W. Durnford, grocer- 
ies and drugs, 1823; John Rodgers & Co., 1823; William Malcolm, 1823; 
Haskell & Walbridge, saddlers, 1824; J. Vanderheyden, Mead & Davis, A. N. 
Van Patten and H, & W. Dowd, 1824; Hiram Judson, jeweler, 1824; H. 
Hyde & Co., forwarding merchants, 1824. These are the principal pioneer 
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merchants who established business in the village of Syracuse prior to the dep: 
completion of the Erie Canal. Since that important era merchants have fare 
become so numerous that it would be impossible to follow them in detail. ‘ 
The hotel built by Bogardus was for many years called the “ Mansion disc: 
House.” In 1845 the old patched-up establishment, with its out-buildings, that 
was torn away to make room for the present Empire Block. This block was till t 
finished in 1847 by John H. Tomlinson and Stephen W. Caldwell, of Syracuse, Con. 
and John Thomas, of Albany. On its completion Mr, Tomlinson became the tent 
sole owner. This gentleman was afterwards killed in a railroad accident at enti 
Little Falls, spiri 


The first packet boat on the canal was named the Montezuma.” It 
arrived at Syracuse on the 21st of April, 1820. This boat was built and fitted 
by a company of gentlemen at Montezuma from a model furnished by Colonel 
Comfort Taylor, It was seventy-six feet long and fourteen wide. Its arrival 
created great excitement. Hundreds of anxious spectators lined the banks of 
the canal to witness the wonder and this practical illustration of the benefits of 
the canal was not without its influence. It hushed the hostility of oppo- 
nents of the enterprise and strengthened the more timid; visionary theories 
yielded to simple fact, and wild speculation to tests of experiment, The canal 
was now navigable from Montezuma to Utica, ninety-four miles, and at once 
business received a new and vigorous impulse. 

The village of Syracuse was a mere hamlet of a few hundred inhabitants 
till the completion of the Erie Canal. This work was a new era in the pro- 
gress of the village, from which its rapid growth may be dated. The village 
was incorporated by act of the Legislature April 13th, 1825, the same year of 
the completion of the canal, with the usual powers granted to like incorpora- 
tions. The charter was amended in 1829, and again in 1834, increasing the 
power of village officers, regulating water works, fire department, ete. In 1835 
the bounds of the village were considerably enlarged. In 1839 and 1841 there 


were further amendments of the charter, so as to enable the trustees to hold unitin 
real estate for the purpose of a village cemetery, which was subsequently laid name 
out and beautified. The charter was also further amended in 1842 and 1845, and « 
for the improvement of water works, to empower the trustees to borrow money “ 
on the credit of the corporation to purchase a lot for a market and other pub- cludii 
lic buildings, and for other purposes. in the 
At the first election for village officers under the charter, held at the uw 
school-house in Syracuse May 3d, 1825, Joshua Forman, Amos P. Granger, the n 
Moses D. Burnet, Heman Walbridge and John Rogers were elected trustees; of sai 
Joshua Forman was chosen president, James Webb, .Alfred Northam and eastet 
Thomas Spencer, assessors; John Wilkinson, clerk; John Durnford, treasurer; lake 
Daniel Gilbert, justice of the peace. said c 
The trustees proceeded at once to lay sub-road districts, to organize a fire along 
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department, to purchase engines and apparatus, and other things for the wel- 
fare of the village, and transact general business in the interests of the place. 

The rapid growth of the village in population and importance induced the 
discussion of its incorporation as a city in 1846. Meetings were held during 
that and part of the following year, without arriving at any definite conclusion 
till the winter of 1847, when the question was brought before the Legislature. 
Considerable difference of opinion existed among the inhabitants as to the ex- 
tent of territory the city should include. Some were for having it embrace the 
entire Salt Springs Reservation; others only the village of Syracuse. At several 
spirited meetings the subject was warmly discussed, and resulted in the plan of 
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uniting the villages of Syracuse and Salina under one city charter, with the 
name of the former. The act of incorporation was passed December 14th, 1847, 
and defined the limits of the city as follows: — 

“The district of country constituting a part of the town of Salina, and in- 
cluding the villages of Syracuse and Salina, in the county of Onondaga, with- 
in the following bounds, that is to say : . 

“Beginning in the northeast corner of Manlius L——, running thence to 
the northeasterly corner of the village of Salina, thence along the northerly line 
of said village of Salina to the northwesterly corner of the same, thence south- 
easterly to the Onondaga Lake, thence along the southeasterly coast of said 
lake to the center of Onondaga Creek, thence southerly along the center of 
said creek to the line of the village of Syracuse, thence westerly and southerly 
along such line to the south bounds of the town of Salina, thence east along 
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the south bounds of the town of Salina to the east bounds thereof, thence 
northerly along the east bounds of said town to the place of beginning, shall 
hereafter be known as the ‘ City of Syracuse.’ 

Section second of the act divided the city into four wards, as follows: 
“ All that part of the city lying east of Onondaga Creek and north of Divi- 
sion and Pond Streets was made the First Ward ; all the rest of the city lying 
north of the center of the Erie Canal was made the Second Ward; the Third 
Ward included that part of the city lying south of the Erie Canal, and west 
of Montgomery Streets as far south as Burt Street, thence west of Salina 
Street to the southern bounds of the city ; the remainder of the city constituted 
the Fourth Ward.” 

At the Charter Election held on the first Tuesday in March, 1848, the fol-! 
lowing officers we elected : — 

Hon, Harvey Baldwin, Mayor. Aldermen, First Ward, James Lynch, 
Elizar Clark; Second Ward, Alexander McKinstry, John B. Burnet; Third 
Ward, William H. Alexander, Gardner Lawrence; Fourth Ward, Henry W. 
Durnford, Robert Furman. In January, 1849, a census was taken which 
showed that the city contained a small fraction less than 16,000 inhabitants. 

We here append a list of mayors from the incorporation of the city to the 
present time, with the number of terms and date of years during which they 
served: —

Since 1870 Syracuse has rapidly advanced, and is now able to make a 
showing equal to any city of similar population throughout the Union, and the 
following statement of statistical facts exhibits in a remarkable degree the great 
resources, wealth and condition of this municipality, in a local as well as a uni- 
versal sense. The census taken in 1870 gave 43,051, and in 1880 55,563, and 
now, with the natural increase, and including the villages of Danforth and Ged- 
des, the total population cannot be far short of 75,000 persons. 


THE LOCATION OF THE CITY. 


The location of Syracuse, aside from its advantages in a business point of 
view, is one of many attractions. The city lies in an irregularly shaped basin, 
surrounded on all sides by hills of slight elevation, except on the northwest, 
where it meets Onondaga Lake; but this, too, from any point of view, presents 
a series of irregular bluffs, which surround it, and in any direction which the 
eye may roam the same idea of being completely surrounded by hills js pre- 
served. This is not literally true, for each approach to the city, except one 
from the north and one from the east, enters through a valley by a nearly level 
road. Beautiful drives abound in all directions, through scenery rendered 
attractive by the hand of thrift and beautiful under nature’s plastic molding. 
Rich farming lands, neat and attractive homes, busy, thriving villages and evi- 
dences of prosperity surround the city on every hand. 


A OITY OF HOMES. 


This designation cannot be improved upon, for after admiring the splendid 
residences of the wealthy and the handsome houses of the well-to-do along 
the favorite avenues and streets, the eye of the visitor will rest with infinite 
pleasure upon the houses of the mechanic, the clerk, the young business man,

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ter; but, believing the matter would interest our readers, we submit the fol- 
lowing sketch, which has been revised and corrected by those entirely familiar 
with the subject: The “Salt Springs Reservation,” to which the State acquired 
title in common with the Indians by treaty, September 12th, 1788, contained 
about ten square miles, and included the present city of Syracuse, with the 
towns of Geddes and Salina. ‘The title of the Indians was extinguished by 
treaty in 1795, they receiving in consideration of their rights $1,000 cash, an 
annuity of $700 and 150 bushels of salt, The State took formal possession 
of the property in 1797, and William Stevens was appointed the first superin. 
tendent. The State fixed the duty on salt at four cents per bushel, giving 
considerable grants of land and other privileges to salt manufacturers, and 
erected large storehouses for holding salt. In the early history of the business, 
for the salt stored in them, certificates were issued by the superintendent 
which passed current like bank bills. In 1817 the duty was increased to 
twelve and a-half cents per bushel, and the revenue thus derived was applied 
to the extinguishment of the canal debt. The duty was reduced to six cents 
per bushel in 1834, after the canal debt had been extinguished, of which salt 
paid over $2,300,000, and so continued until 1846, when it was reduced to one 
cent per bushel, which has been the duty up to the present time. Until 1810 
each manufacturer pumped his own brine by hand, conveying it to his own 
works in troughs. In this year the water of Yellow Brook was brought in a 
canal and used in pumping. In 1812 a grant was made of two acres of land 
for the experiment of making salt by evaporation. This was the origin of a 
mode of manufacture which has since become general, and has exercised an 
important influence on the business. 

The greatest season of prosperity was during the War of the Rebellion, 
when the annual production during this period averaged 8,612,865 bushels, 
Since then the discovery of salt at Saginaw, Mich., and in Canada have mate- 
rially lessened the proportion of Onondaga salt consumed. 

One beneficial result following the discovery of salt at other points has been 
the effort made by Syracuse manufacturers to improve the quality of their salt, 
Published statistics show how much they have accomplished in this respect, 
which may be summed up in the brief statement that Onondaga salt is equal 
to any made in the world. 

Father Le Moyne, a Jesuit priest, who visited the Onondaga salt springs in 
1654, was probably the first white man who ever visited them. The first salt 
made by boiling was about 1788, when Comfort Tyler made salt in a kettle 
which he brought from Herkimer on horseback. 

The Reservation has now wells upon it, sunk to depths varying from 250 
to 380 feet; each of these is supplied with an ordinary lift pump capable of 
raising on an average about sixty gallons per minute, and during the season are 
operated day and night.

The structures for the manufacture of solar salt consist of long parallel qT 
rows of shallow wooden vats, sixteen or eighteen feet wide and from eight to €xcep 
twelve inches deep, supported on wooden posts and provided with hip-roof the pr 
covers on rollers, which are drawn over them in bad weather.

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bushels of salt. The cost and space required are disadvantages which are 
fully covered by the cheapness of manufacture when once the works are in op- 
eration. Salt manufactured after this method is called coarse or solar galt, and 
is used principally in the curing of meats and fish. 

The process of manufacturing salt by artificial heat has changed very little 
€xcept in its methods and appliances; the principle, that of evaporation under 
the power of heat, remains the same, 

The first “salt works” was Comfort Tyler's fifteen gallon kettle, suspended 
on poles supported by crotched stakes. A salt block now contains from fifty 
to one hundred kettles, in two parallel rows, with fire introduced under the 
first and a chimney at the rear, The kettles are usually of one hundred and 
twenty gallons capacity, made of cast iron and weighing from six hundred to 
a thousand pounds. Coal is principally used for fuel, and a ton produces about 
fifty bushels uf salt. Each block is supplied with cisterns into which the brine is 
drawn from the reservoir, and many of its impurities precipitated by chemical 
process, lime being generally used. The process of manufacture consists of 
evaporation by heat and at the same time getting rid of impurities held jn 
solution, The oxide of iron, which would give the salt a reddish color, is re- 
moved by precipitation in the cisterns. The sulphate of lime is precipitated 
as the point of saturation is approached, by copper pans provided with long 
handles, which are placed in the bottom of the kettles into which jt falls and 
is lifted out, These ‘“bitterns,” as they are called, are almost pure gypsum, 

The salt manufactured in this manner is called ‘common fine,” and from 
it most of the factory filled or dairy salt is made. 

Formerly dairy salt was kiln-dried and then ground in common flouring 
mills at considerable expense, and without removing any of the impurities after 
the process of manufacture was completed. More recently mills have been in- 
vented which grind it without any drying by fire. 

By the process now in operation, and which with the machinery used is 
patented, all mechanically mixed impurities are removed and small particles of 
obnoxious chlorides of calcium and magnesium are decomposed and precipi- 
tated in the most careful and perfect manner. The salt is gradually fed into 
patent washing machines, wherein the salt moves in the opposite direction to 
the chemically prepared saturated brine and becomes perfectly purified, 

After proper drainage the salt is dried in large revolving iron cylinders, and 
is then ground between stones to the proper fineness, while a suction blower re- 
moves the dust. 

The purity of the various salts made here is beyond question, and the fact 
is fully verified by many analyses made from time to time under direction of 
the General Government, the Butter and Cheese Exchange of New York, and 
the other competent authorities.

The jobbing trade of the city has steadily grown from the period of its 
introduction to the present time. In groceries the sales are now annually five 
million dollars, and in the line of dry goods the total is not less than four and 
a half millions. In the line of books and stationery, clothing, coal, fruits, 
crockery, drugs, fish, gloves, hardware, hats and caps, jewelry, leaf tobacco, 
liquors, lumber, millinery, nursery stock, oil, oil tanks, paper and printers’ sup- 
plies, produce and provisions, rubber goods, pork and beef products, saddlery 
hardware, seeds, sporting goods, stoves and tinware, wall paper and willow 
ware, the aggregate trade reaches fourteen million dollars a year. 

The retail trade of the city is growing to an extent hitherto unparalleled, 
and now aggregates twenty-five millions a year. The entire trade of the city,

seventy millions annually.

THE COAL SUPPLY. 


Among the conditions which have for many years united in promoting the 
growth of the city is the cheapness of fuel for domestic use and the supply of 
eur manufacturing industries. No towns in the State, not excepting those 
nearest the coal deposits, have been able to obtain their fuel at rates as low as 
have been charged to our consumers. The difference during the last twenty 
years has ranged from ten to thirty per cent., as a comparison of sales in the 
various towns will show. As the cost of living and the cost of production are 
largely contingent on the price of fuel, the fact here stated is one that must be 
taken into account in estimating the advantages of any town as a place of resi- 
dence or as a location for manufacturing purposes,

The progress of education in Syracuse forms a very interesting chapter in the 
its history. With the earliest settlements, schools were opened and before any Nee 
public buildings were erected for the purpose, private residences and even salt ie

Te Ee 
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The first public school within the present limits of Syracuse was probably 
the Salina school, now in the First Ward. The building was erected in 1805, 
though the school was organized prior to this. It was commonly known as the 
“ old red school house.” 

In those days the teacher “ boarded around’ among his patrons, Black- 
boards, globes and other apparatus had not been thought of, and the young idea 
was taught to shoot without the aid of grades and departments. 

We cannot stop to trace the progress of education during the earlier years 
of Syracuse ; suffice to say they grew in full proportion with the village until 
its incorporation as a city in 1848. In April of that year an act was 
passed by the Legislature ‘‘In relation to the Public Schools of Syracuse,” 
which, with slight subsequent amendments, is the basis of the present public 
school system of the city. As the law now stands a School Commissioner is 
now elected from each of the eight wards of the city to serve two years, the 
four éven numbered wards electing Commissioners one year, and the odd num- 
bered wards electing the next; thus retaining four old Commissioners in each 
board. This board appoints a Superintendent, Clerk, Librarian, Teachers and 
has the entire control and management of the schools and the disbursement of 
all funds, 

The board as never been wanting in men of enlarged views and devoted 
to the cause of public instruction, and in general the citizens have heartily co- 
operated with them in all just measures calculated to advance and perfect the 
public school system. 

They have shown their appreciation of the’ subject by the amount of money 
they have paid to provide substantial and commodious school buildings, and 
Syracuse possesses to-day a number of elegant, well-appointed school build- 
ings, 

It may be taken for granted that a city of wealth and enterprise such as 
Syracuse, has considered matters of education of primary importance, No 
expense has been spared in perfecting and developing more completely a sys- 
tem of schools, and not content with this, several scholastic institutions of high 
rank have found here adequate support and management. Schools of the best 
order, freely accessible to the porest child in the city, are in daily operation, 
Every child so far belongs to the State, as to be entitled to a free education at 
the expense of the State; ignorance is more costly. than schools; and no in- 
vestment can be so uniformly productive of good returns to the State as that 
devoted to the culture of those who themselves are soon to be the State. Hence 
the doors of the public schools are thrown wide open, and the children are 
welcomed without money or price, not from the parlors of the rich only, but 
also from the highways and hedges. There are about eighteen public schools 
in the city in addition to a number of other high class educational institutions, 
OF these latter the Syracuse University stands pre-eminent. It was founded

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by its charter for the purpose of “ diffusing Christian learning, literature and amor 
science, in their various departments, and the knowledge of the learned pro- recer 
fessions."’ The city voted the sum of $100,000 towards the construction of meth

A 
recent and important improvement is the adoption of the patrol system, This 
method has been in operation in other cities and has proved highly suc- 
cessful. 


WATER WORKS. 


A subject of the first importance in any city is the character and quality 
of its public water supply. It not only becomes important in a sanitary point, 
but a question largely effecting the cost of manufacture in nearly all lines of 
production. 

We deem the subject of so much consequence that we present the follow- 
ing facts concerning the water supply of Syracuse. The first public action 
taken in the matter was an act passed by the Legislature, March 27, 1821, “To 
supply the village of Syracuse with wholesome water.” Northing farther was 
done in the matter until April 23, 1829, when by an act of the Legislature the 
trustees were empowered to, and did transfer all the rights of the village, which 
included rights to several water privileges on State land, to Oliver Teall, who 
brought water to supply the village from the spring on the hill above Lodi 
Street. This method of supply continued until July 3, 1849, when the pres- 
ent company, authorized by an act of the Legislature passed April 5, of the 
same year, was organized. ‘The original stockholders were Oliver Teall, John 
Wilkinson, Hamilton White, Robert Furman, and Ira Seymour (the latter be- 
ing represented by Amos Benedict as trustee), the capital stock being fixed at 
$50,000. Until 1851 wooden logs and brick culverts were used, the first iron 
pipes having been laid in that year. 

The company have now one large storage reservoir of 176,000,000 gallons 
capacity, on Onondaga Hill, which is over 400 feet above the canal level at 
Salina Street, and which is fed by Furnace Brook. Three distributing reser- 
Voirs of 85,000,000, 8,000,000, and 1,000,000 gallons capacity respectively, 
which are from 165 to 170 feet above the canal level. These are fed by Ray- 
nor, Stolp and other springs, and when necessary by a Worthington Duplex 
Engine of 10,000,000 gallons daily capacity, which raises water from Onondaga 
Creek. This latter source alone is capable of supplying 20,000,000 gallons 
daily, in the dryest season. The daily consumptionis from four to five million 
gallons. Extreme hot or cold weather will cause the maximum amount to be 


drawn. 

The company have now nearly sixty miles of iron mains, ranging from four to 
thirty inches in diameter, and with present machinery and facilities can supply 
20,000,000 gallons daily. With present requirement the storage capacity is so 
great the company are not obliged to pump from Onondaga Creek when the 
water is roily from rains, and are not obliged to store water from the springs or 
Furnace Creek when these are flooded, and made impure by surface drainage. 
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The following in regard to the water supply of the city is taken from the 
last annual statement presented by Mr, H. W. Bannister, city clerk, to the 
City Council : — . 

“No subject is of more vital importance to every inhabitant of the city than 
its water supply, The question has been greatly agitated during the last year, 
and there is a wide and honest difference of opinion as to the best course to 
pursue. A bill is now pending in the Legislature which, if it becomes a law, 
will submit the question, in one form at least, to a special election. In that 
event it will be our duty to see that every opportunity is afforded for a fair and 
full expression of the popular will, and that the decision of the ballot box is 
accepted and respected. The city is paying $26,000 per annum for its present 


supply, and a contract to that effect will be in force until July 1, 1887. It is | 


quite evident to me that no arrangement should be made with any private 
company for a long term of years, In this matter every precaution should be 
taken against possible injustice or abuse on the part of private capitalists whose 
interests may be opposed to ours, and the city should always be in a situation 
at short intervals to terminate any contract which does not prove to be advan- 
tageous. Many arguments can be advanced in favor of some permanent and 
settled policy, but obvious and serious objections exist against the city's assum- 
ing the control of the water system at present. Before any final determina- 
tion is reached there should be the most thorough investigation of the different 
sources of supply, the present and prospective healthfulness of the waters, its 
fitness for domestic and manufacturing purposes, and the large financial inter- 
ests involved. In short, the whole question is so important, and involves so 
many considerations relating to the future as well as the present, that the 
wisest citizen may well hesitate before deciding in which direction to cast his 
influence. Deeply impressed myself with the great importance of this subject, 
I invite you to give to it your most serious consideration, and I cannot but 
believe that when it has been investigated in all its bearings, so that the whole 
situation is fully comprehended by the people, there will be substantial unity 
upon some plan which will really promote the best interests of all our citizens,” 


THE CHURCHES, 


Syracuse might well be styled a “city of churches,” in view of the fact 
that places of worship are numerous in proportion to the population. Many 
of the Syracuse churches are remarkable for architectural beauty. There are

THE STANDARD. Chay 
The Standard traces its history back to 1813, when Lewis H. Redfield es+ ae ; 
tabished the ‘ Onondaga Register" at Onondaga Hill. During the earlier years Its;t 
its title was changed, and finally, in 1821, it was called “The Onondaga Jour- ciple 
nal,” and six years later, when Vivus W. Smith became proprietor, it was removed 
to Syracuse, and in 1829 united with the “ Syracuse Advertiser,” taking the name \ 
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of “The Onondaga Standard.” Several changes in proprietorship took place 
from this time, Mr. P. H. Agen becoming one of the proprietors in 1846, and 
continuing his connection with it until 1866. On February 14, 1873, the 
Standard Publishing Company was organized. J. H. Durston, present mana- 
ger and editor-in-chief, The “ Daily Standard” was started in 1846, and con- 
tinued only three months, but was revived in 1850, and has ever since con- 
tinued as a regular daily journal, In politics it is Republican, and is an enter- 
prising, well-conducted and ably edited paper. The “Standard” has now a 
daily circulation of 6,500, weekly 3,750 and Sunday edition 4,200, 


THE JOURNAL, 


The “ Western State Journal” was established at Syracuse March 20, 1839, 
by V. W. and S. F. Smith. The name was changed to ‘ Syracuse Weekly 
Journal” in 1844. In July of the same year the “ Daily Journal” was started 
and has since been published without interruption. Carroll E. Smith and Dwight 
H. Bruce are the proprietors. The former began his connection with the pa- 
per in 1855, and the present firm was organized in 1876, It is issued both as 
a weekly and a daily, the latter being an afternoon edition ; having a circula- 
tion of between 3,000 and 4,000. In politics —strongly Republican — it has 
exerted a wide influence in moulding public opinion, 


THE COURTER. 


The “ Syracuse Weekly Courier" was established in 1856 by F. L, Haga- 
dorn. Two years later the name was changed to the “Onondaga Weekly Cour- 
ier,” which is still retained. The “Syracuse Daily Courier" was started at the 
same time as the weekly, and has continued to disseminate pronounced Demo- 
cratic principles ever since. It is published by the Courier Printing Company, 
which was organized in 1873. Its present officers are William C. Ruger, pres- 
ident; Milton H. Northrup, secretary and treasurer. 


EVENING HERALD. 


The daily edition of this enterprising paper was started January 15, 1877, 
by Mr. Arthur Jenkins, The “Sunday Herald” made its first appearance 
May 16, 1880... They are both published by the Herald Company, which was 
organized in June, 1878, and of which Mr. Jenkins is president, and N. Harry 
Chapman, secretary and treasurer. The Syracuse “ Evening Herald” now 
has a circulation larger than any other daily published in Central New York. 
Its;tone evinces decided political convictions, but no pronounced party prin- 
ciples.

ASYLUMS AND HOSPITALS. 


Syracuse is rich in benevolent and charitable institutions for the relief of 
the sick and needy. Of these especially notable is the New York State Asylum 
for Idiots, This humane institution was founded at Albany in 1851, and four 
years later was removed to Syracuse. The first building erected for the pur- 
pose cost $70,000, exclusive of the grounds, which were donated by the citi- 
zens, and was intended to accommodate one hundred and fifty pupils. Succes- 
sive additions have been made from time to time, making the total cost about 
$160,000, and it is now able to accommodate three hundred and thirty inmates, 

The buildings stand upon a bold terrace, jast outside the city, in a south- 

westerly direction, and are surrounded by about fifty-five acres of land, much 
of which is laid out handsomely in walks, with flowers and shade-trees in 
abundance. The object and design of this asylum is to furnish means of edu- 
cation, or training, to idiots of the State who are of a teachable age and condi- 
tion; hence, the customary age of admission is from seven to fourteen years, 
The regulations exclude applicants who are epileptic, insane or badly deformed. 
The @ducation and training to which pupils are subjected has reference mainly 
to developing in them a capacity for some useful occupation, and the formation 
of correct habits. 

The girls are trained to household occupations, and the boys to farm and 
garden work, and two or three simple trades. No inconsiderable portion of 
the work in the asylum and about the grounds is performed by the pupils.

BALDWINSVILLE. 


This important manufacturing village is situated in the towns of Lysander 
and Van Buren, on both sides of the Seneca River, five miles west of the outlet 
of Onondaga Lake, and twelve miles northward of Syracuse. Its name is de- 
rived from its founder, Dr. Jonas B. Baldwin, who commenced improvements 
here in the spring of 1807. The place was then called ‘ Columbia,” and bore this 
name until the establishment of a post-office here in 1871, when the Postmaster- 
General, in consequence of there being another post-town of the same name in 
the State, changed it to “ Baldwin's Bridge.” But the name of Baldwinsville 
being preferred by the inhabitants, it was substituted by the Post-office De- 
partment, and has since continued to be the name of the village. 

Dr, Baldwin had purchased a place at Ovid, Seneca County, and was mov- 
ing there with his family in 1799. Mrs. Baldwin, having left her comfortable 
home at Little Falls with regret, was assured by her husband that he would 
purchase the first place in their route that she might select. Upon their arrival 
at the site of Baldwinsville, where they remained one night, Mrs. Baldwin was 
delighted with the place and remarked to her husband, “ If our property lay 
here, remote from settlement and lonely as it is, I should be willing to stop and 
take up my residence for life,” The result was that both were satisfied with the 
selection of this charming spot for their future home. 

The following year Dr. Baldwin went to Philadelphia to the owner and pur- 
chased it. After residing a few years at Ovid he sold his property there and 
came to Onondaga. 

In the meantime settlers had located in different parts of the town of Lysan- 
der and the north part of Camillus, now Van Buren, and finding themselves in 
need of mills, and knowing “ McHarrie’s Rifts” to be an excellent water-power, 
they drew up a memorial and sent it by a strong delegation in the spring of 1807 
to Dr, Baldwin, then residing at Onondaga, urging him in the strona 
to improve the water-power in the erection of mills upon Se rmcttat 
yielded to their entreaty, and resolved forthwith to enter upon the work, On 
account of sickness among the workmen and other hindrances, it was not till 
late in the autumn of the second year that Dr. Baldwin got his mill in success- 
ful operation. Desirable as this object was, it did not compensate for the per- 
sonal sacrifices already made, 
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The Seneca River being a public highway and much used as such, it be- 
came immediately necessary to provide for the passage of boats around the 
dam. Dr. Baldwin therefore constructed a canal and lock for that purpose. 
In 1808 he petitioned the Legislature for permission to construct a dam, locks 
and canal at that point. But the State having transferred its title to the In- 
land Lock Navigation Company, could not with propriety grant privileges to 
Dr. Baldwin. He therefore purchased their right and interest in all the waters 
between the outlet of the Oneida River and Cayuga Lake, In 1809 the Leg- 
islature granted his petition and granted the right to Dr. Baldwin and his as- 
signs for twenty years, the collection of certain tolls being authorized upon all 
boats passing through said canal and locks. Later the State changed its policy 
as traffic increased, and took the entire subject of internal navigation and im- 
provement under its own control. The completion of the middle section of 
the Erie Canal rendered nugatory the business of the original route, since 
which this canal and locks have been of comparatively little importance, In 
1809 the dam was swept away, and a new dam constructed the following year, 
Dr. Baldwin about this time also erected a toll bridge across the river, and also 
a new mill of enlarged dimensions. 

The village continued prosperous until 1818, when the diversion of busi- 
ness, usually done on the Seneca River, to the Erie Canal seemed for a time to 
paralyze every interest. The water-power, however, still remained, and new 
energies and investment of capital awakened a new spirit of progress. From 
this era its growth was steady and rapid. 

After 1807 saw-mills were erected almost without number. In 1808 Dr. 
Baldwin erected one with six saws and carriages. In 1824 Messrs, Start & 
Mott erected a mill with two saws and carriages. In1826 Mr. James Johnson 
built a mill with four saws and carriages, and Messrs. Stephen & Harvey Bald- 
win a mill with a gang of fifteen saws, Start & Mott's mill burnt down in 
1834, and was rebuilt in 1847 by Richard M. Beach. In 1839 Thomas P. 
Campbell erected a mill with two saws and carriages. In 1848 Howard & 
Cook built a mill with two saws and carriages. 

Several grist-mills were erected from time to time, and among others the 
noted mill erected by Sandford C. Parker in 1836-37. This mill was 60x100 
feet in dimensions, four stories besides basement, and capable of manufacturing 
200 barrels of flour daily, besides custom grinding. -This mill was burnt in 
1861 and rebuilt by Johnson, Cook & Co. in 1862. 

Dr. Jonas B, Baldwin opened a store in 1807 and continued till 1813. In 
1813 Judge Otis Bigelow commenced selling goods in the village and con- 
tinued till 1863, a period of fifty years. Judge Bigelow was a prominent and 
leading citizen, father of the present Colonel Payn Bigelow, and was born in 
Worcester County, Mass., February Ist, 1785. He died June 21st, 1864, aged 
eighty years.

The mills are provided with full set of “ Ste- 
phen's" rolls and three run of stone. These 
with other machinery are used principally for 
the purpose of grinding wheat by what is 
known cenerally asthe “ Hungarian " process. 
The motive force is derived from six turbine 
wheels, and the capacity of the mills are about 
two hundred barrels per day, the actual quan- 
tity manufactured being ubout one hnndred 
and twenty barrels. 

The quality of the flour produced by the 
Messrs. Hotaling is the very best that can be 
manufactured, and the reputation of their 
brands has long been firmly established with 
the trade and public.
